WASHINGTON — Congress­ 
man Phil Ruppe has introduced 
8 bill to provide minimum level 
of payment in lieu of taxes on 
federal forest lands. The bill 
provides for a payment of 25 
cents per acre or 25 per cent of 
timber revenues from federal 
forest lands, whichever is great­ 
er. 
“I want to emphasize that 
my bill is an interim measure ” 
Ruppe 
stated. 
“The 
Public 
Land Law Review Commission 
was 
created 
by 
congress 
to 
study ways in which the rela­ 
tionship of federal and state 
land ownership can be recon­ 
ciled with the tax needs of local 
governments. 
“This extensive study is vi­ 
tally needed and I am convinced 
that congress will follow the 
guidelines established by the 
commission when it makes its 
recommendations.

ity.

Williams testified that Stroo-
